The treacherous diseaaa germs may 
eater the body ia early childhood and may aot causa any serious 
trouble for ten or fifteen yean. Then, all of a audden, when the 
body ia weakened by overwork, worry, sicknesH, or hud living and 
Corking conditions, these sleeping gerniH wake up and lieeoine ««- 
tive in the destruction of the luugH or other organs. Thu working 
man or woman, therefore, cannot he too careful in the safeguarding 
of health and in watching out for tlioxe symptom* which indicate 
that the diaaase of tuhermiloiiis ia actually present. What, then, 
an aoaaa of the dancer signals and what should be doaa about them? 


(1) first of to, then is a cough that hauga on and will not 


«la%r up. If it laata for a month or longer, it ia a,red light, a danger 
aigual, whieh you cannot .afford to .ignore. It may Mart with wet 
feet or aome other insignificant circumstance, but.no matter, how thu 
floagh atarted, if it doea not go away, see your doctor at once. Colds 
frequently weaken the .bodily .'tone aniV resistance, to that it ia eaxy 
for the lurking germs to get a foothold. 


(2) lisas of weight, aoooatpaaitd by a loot of appetite, and a oar- 


tafa amount of "atomaeh tronlilc" is another danger iiignal, whieh 
you mutt not paaa unheeded., Sometimes IOM of weight may come 
free* aome other cause than tuheruiilosia, but it pays to he on your 
guard. You may not have a cough, .and you may experience .very 
'ittla trouble except a sort of chronic wearineaa. You ought to know 
what your normal weight shmild he. If you begin to loee five, ten 
er BMT* foumls without any apparent reason, look for tonnd med- 
ttel atMas at OOCe. Sometimes with IOHS of weight goea a Ions of 
appetite, and trouble wth howeln and atomaeh, even running to 
diarrhea. Whether you am losing much weight or not, look out for 
tUe danger aignal. It is a warning that something is wrong. 


(3)fhw then is that raa-dowa, all-the-time-tired feoliag. Most 


people have daya when they feel unuaually tired, for aome reason 
•r other. Such an occasional period of "spring fever" or "lazy 
liver" may not be at all dangerous, hut when every day for two or 
three weeks you hatn to get up and dread to do anything but lie 
around aad be lary, there ia (lunger ahead. This is Nature'* warn- 
tag to you that aome enemy inside your body ia Miming your 
vitality. Doftt ignore the warning signal! 


(4) Anyone of the three symptoms jnst mentioned may occur
